Although the prior 
art of record may have had different motivation to perform these steps then those of the applicant, the method steps will result in the 
same desired results of applicant i.e. preventing defective germination. Examiner maintains that there is sufficient motivation to combine 
the teachings of the references since again the information is merely general knowledge of one of ordinary skill in the art.
